By vertue of which Warrant he the ſaid Newtoy, together with his ſervant Johz + 


Cooke, did apprehend at {everall tines divers Jeſuits and Prieſts, to the number of 
36. at his great charge and hazard of life ; who vere brought before Secretar 
Cooke, and others, ard by them committed to ſeverall priſons : Whereupon the hte 
Secretary Windebanke diſcharged the ſaid Jeſuits and Prieſts,and committed New- 
ron and Cooke ſeverall times to priſon for performing thar ſervice, to their great 
charoesand hazard of lite. | 

The ſaid 1Virdebanke ſending for Newton, tooke from him at (everall times eight 
Watches (formely taken from Pricſts, and given to him by the Lords, )to the value 
of 70. pound. 

Moreover, the ſaid 1/i»debanke took from Newton two rich ſuits of popiſh Veſt- 
ments, formerly given him by the Lords of the Privy Counceil ; The faid 7/52de- 
banke engaging his Honour to Newtos, that he ſhonld receive from the Oucene 200.

not only by the plot detefted in Rowes AMaſter-piece, found in the Archbiſhops 


chamber, and the obſervations on it, but likewiſe by a little Engliſh Booke then « 
publiſhed in print by rhe Teſuites, Intituled, The Jubilee of the lejurtes, one copie # 
whereof, Thomas Chaude receiving from a woman-papilt in Redriffe, delivered it ? 

to Sheriffe Warner, which he atteſted in the Houſe of Commons, Novemb. I4, 5 for 


1640, as the journall records : 


in which booke there was this obferyable 5, 


Paſlage : That the Papiſts ſhould fiſh in troubled Waters, Whileſt the Kings Was ie 


ingaged in the Wars With the Scots ; with ſome prayers for their good ſucceſſe -.and 
for THE HOLY MARTYRS THAT SUFFERED INTHE 
FLEET SENT AGAINST THE HERETIKES OF ENG» 
LAND 1639. By which among other circumſtances, it is evident, that not 


onely the Scorti/h war was plotted, maintained by the Papilts, but that the Spaniſh 
fleet then happily incountered and vanquiſhed by the Hol/and*rs on our coaſts, du- 
ring theſe troubles, was dire&tly deſigned againſt the Proteſtants in England, by 
the Popiſh party here, with whom they were to joyne, to cut both the Engliſh and 


Scottiſh Proteſtants throats, when all the powder of the Realme, and the traine 
bands armes in moſt Counties were ingrofſed into his Majeſties hands, and they 
thus incountering one the other ; which plot, the unexpected pacification, with 
the Scors, and Holland fleet moſt happily prevented. And in truth, the improbabj- 
liry of any other likely defigne ; our harbour and ſuccour of them from the Dazch 
Fleet in the Downes, our ſupplying of them with men, vitualls, ammnnition, our 
»uarding them with our hips againſt the Hollanders more then was meet, our hin- 
dering the Hollanders to burne their ſhips, which ran upon our fhore, the con- 
fefion of an Engliſh man inthat Fleet-upon his death-bed, out of remorſe of con- 
ſcience, (when he was brought on ſhore wounded in the firſt encounter with the 
Hollanders) that this Fleet was deſigned for England ; the ſpeeches of ſome Pa- 
piſts, that they expe&ted this Navie here about that time ; the landing of many 


hundred Spanz/þ ſouldiers at Plimmonth in Engliſh Ships, but a weeke or two be- 


fore this Fleet arrived on our coaſts, upon pretence to tranſport them thence b 

land towards Flawnders, (deſigned, as ſome then feared, to ſurpriſe Plimmonth ;) 
the Lord Portlarnds ſudden journey to the Ifle of Wighr,whereot he was Governour, 
with the Lord FWentWorth, Col. Goring, and others, where they ſhot away all the 
powder in the Caſtles, ( and their clothes too) in drinking healths in a moſt Bac- 
chanalian frantick manner, juſt when rhe Spaz; Fleet was before that Iſle, to the 
end they might the eaſter ſarpriſe it, when they had no powder to reſiſt them, (as 
ſome wiſe men then conjeared,) are more then probable arguments, that this 
Fleet was deſtinated for E#9/ard, to extirpate the Proteſtant party ; ang that by 
the deſpexate cantederacy of the predominant Popiſh faftion, and their great Pa- 
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triots here, who procured them ſo much favour and prote&ion from ns againſt the 
Hollanders, and would never permit this myiterie of iniquity to be throughly ex- 
amined, No wonder therefore,it we ſee the Popiſh Rebels brought over into Ene- 
land, to murther Proteſtants now, ſince the Spazyards were thus deſigned, (as 15 
' more then probable) tor that purpoſe then: And whether we may not feare the like 
deſigne from France, I leave to the grand Councell of the Kingdome to conſider, 

11. Thoſe Articles, I doubt, have beene the true cauſe of the late rebellion _ 
in /re/and, and the maſlacres there ; of all his Majelties favours to.theſe rebels, of 
the late pacification Articles granted to them ; of his Majeſties departing from, 
raking up armes, arming all £-g/ſ5 Papilts, and ſending for Popifh 1-4 rebels inte 
England, to fight againſt the Parliament, and of his ſiding with, relying on the 
Popiſh party, to whom he is obliged toadhere, and fo ingaged againſt the Parlia- 
ment, for feare they ſhould execute all old, and make new Lawes againſt Rec#- 
ſants, contrary to his premiſed Oaths, and Articles. : 

12, Wee may hence aflure our ſelves, that wee can never have any reall pa- 
cification with the King and his Popith party, without a toleration of their re- 
ligion,and a ſuſpention, or repeale of all Lawes againſt them, according to the pre- 
ceeding Articles; and in caſe his Majeſtie ſhould prevaile againſt the Parlia- 
' ment, we mnſt exped& an abſolute eftabliſhing of Popery, and ſuppreſſion both 

of the Proteſtant party and Religion. Yea, ſeeing His Maicſtie is both by Oath 
and Articles, not to endeavour by any means at all, ro Withdraw the Oneen from 
the profeſſion of the Romiſh Religion; whereas ſhe on the other ſide, is left free, 
by afl meanes and arts that may be, ro withdraw the King from the Proteſtant 
Religion to her owne, and his children too : Wee have preat cauſe to feare 
(f Adams, Solomons, or Ahabs ſeducements by their wives be duly pondered) 
that his Majeſty, (now wholly alienated from his Parliament, and beſt Pro- 
teltant Subjects, by the Queen and popiſh Counſellors, and reſigning himſelfe up 
to the Councels, Armies, Forces, Guard of his Roman Catholike Subicfts, who 
have the cuſtody both of his perſon, and next heires apparant to his Crownes,) 
may ere long be ſeduced to their Religion, as well as to their party ; eſpecially, 
lince he hath been informed, That they have a poyſoned Fig reſerved for him, in 
cale he ſhould refuſe it ; as is more amply manifeſted in Rowes AMaſter-picce. :

Auguſt, A».1625. (which I finde printed in Cenſura propoſitionum quarundan, &c, 
per facultatem Theelogie Pariſienſis faite, Pariſi, 1635. p. 63. 64,65.) created

Epiſcopall jeerif diftion, 4nd to be ſuperintendent over the Prieſts withis the Eng- 
liſh Dominions,according to the tenor of his Bull ; hexeupon * Nicholas Smith, Da- 
ricl a lefu Herman Lomelins, and other Regular Prieſts,writ divers printed Trea- 
tiſes againſt Epiſcopacie, and the taconveruence of having a Biſhop in England ; 
whoſe books were referred to the Examination of the facylty of Paris, and there 
cenſured, Ay. 1630. inthe forecited Cenſure, &c. the Sponge of which Cenſure, 
written by Herman Lomslins,was anſwered by Le Maiftre ; and withall,chey raiſed 
up ſuch a faition and perſecution agataft this their weW Biſhop of Calcedon in Eng- 


Jand, and Ireland among the Popiſh party, that they chaſed and baniſhed him out of 


England in:0 France, Where he Was entertained by Cardinall Richelleim. Upon this 


occaſion Le Maiſtre thus writes in his Defence, and prints the inſuing Letter of
